With respect to claims 80-90, the prior art alone or in combination does not teach 
the limitation of a charge storage machination comprising: a first capacitor having a 
second plate comprises a first floating electrode, and second capacitor comprises a 
second floating electrode, wherein the first and second floating electrodes being 
connected together at an intercapacitor node.
